Estranged Husband

Jy Wash Fayette 


If you were driving along one 
of the fine highways in Fayette 
County, and suddenly a 14-foot 
elephant, with huge, 
un wieldly 
tusks walked into view, I know 
you would be really startled, and 
probably 
think that you 
were 
really seeing things. 
However, thousands of years ago 
such huge elephants made their 
home in Fayette County, and were 
feared by other beasts generally. 
One of the kind was the masta- 
don and the other was the mam­ 
moth, and 
the latter 
frequently 
reached nearly 14 feet in height. 
I have seen the skeleton of the 
mammoth, as well as mastodan, in 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, New York City. 
The mammoth and mastodon 
both inhabited Fayette 
County, 
because I have seen the teeth of 
the two which were found in Fay­ 
ette County along with fragments 
of bones of the huge fellows. 
The mammoth had long,, curved 
tusks which were turned back so 
far they were not too good for of­ 
fensive and defensive purposes. 
His teeth were in 
narrow ridges 
which were cemented together, 
and some of the 
monsters were 
covered with long, course hair. 
The mammoth also roamed the 
county, and both of the animals 
fed on vegetation, etc. 
The tusks of the mastodon were 
straighter than those of the mam­ 
moth, and 
less sharply 
curved. 
They were frequently IO, feet in 
length. The molars of the masto­ 
don were separated, and quite dif­ 
ferent from those of the mammoth. 
Skeletal remains of the masto­ 
don have 
been 
found 
in this 
vicinity, but the mammoth ap­ 
parently vanished a long time be­ 
fore the mastodon was forced out. 
I have a 65 2 pound mastodon 
.tooth found in Paint Creek near 
the Oakland Avenue 
bridge a 
number of 
years ago, 
and no 
doubt part of the skeleton of the 
mastodon is in that area. 
Part of a mammoth tooth was 
was found near 
Rock Mills a 
number of years ago when John 
Duncan was the chief citizen of 
the mills.

Two national surveys agree the 
nation soon may have 5,000,000 or 
more jobless, but they disagree on 
what happens next.

The American Federation of L a ­ 
bor declared, “ a serious business 
recession is almost impossible.” 
Senator O’Mahoney 
(D-Wyo), 
also in a weekend statement, said 
the situation is confused and Con­ 
gress will study it. 
The public affairs institute pre- 1 
dieted 8,000,000 workers will be 
out of jobs a year from now un­ 
less the federal government steps j 
in to give business a boost. 
Unemployment may hit 6,000,-! 
OOO by the end of this year, the 
institute added. 
The institute recommended tax 
cuts for the low and middle 
in­ 
come brackets, emergency public 
works in hard-hit areas, revival 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps 
and other federal actions to reas­ 
sure and stimulate business. 
“ Unemployment has passed the 
‘spot’ stage.” the institute 
said. 
“ It is not a local, but 
a national, 
problem.” 
Tile A FL looked over the econ­ 
omic 
outlook 
in its 
magazine, 
“ Labor's Monthly Survey,” 
and 
found the prospect 
good. It ac­ 
knowledged there are some dan­ 
gers, however, and said policies of 
unions, management and the gov­ 
ernment right now are “ all im­ 
portant.” 
It said wages should keep mov­ 
ing upward to increase consumer 
buying, hut suggested increases be 
based on increases in productiv­ 
ity It urged unions to cooperate 
with management in cutting out 
waste and bringing down expens­ 
es.

Summer Shutdowns 
Face Ohio Workers 


COLUM BUS, June 20— (ZP) — 
Some 900 Ohio plants will 
shut 
down, briefly, for mass vacations 
and inventories during July and 
August, the state employment ser­ 
vice predicts.

The committee—acting after re­ 
ceiving a petition from the Sons 
of the American Revolution—has 
asked a number 
of schools and 
colleges for a list of the textbooks 
they’re using. 
That brought a roar from edu­ 
cators and editorial writers wor­ 
ried about academic freedom. 
The SAR charges in its peti­ 
tion that a number of educators— 
either because they’re misguided 
or contemptuous of the American 
capitalistic system—have put stuff 
in textbooks that will slant stu­ 
dents’ minds towards Socialism 
and Communism. 
The SAR doesn’t make much 
distinction between Socialism and 
Communism and wants the com­ 
mittee to examine the books for 
evidence of either. 
At this point the committee has 
asked for the lists of books. It will 
decide later whether to have an 
investigation. 
The Paris 
conference between 
Secretary of State Achesdt and the 
foreign 
ministers

Russia, 
Britain and France doesn't seem to 
be getting anywhere and probably 
will break up on that note. 
For some time after that break­ 
up th ere’s likely to be quite a bit 
of n e w s on relations between this 
country and Russia.

They speak of 
their renewed appreciation

trees 
which b eau tify the landscape in these sec­ 
tions. 
The great western states are now b egin­ 
ning, however, to b enefit b y the tree-plant­ 
ing project started in the depression days 
as a WPA u ndertaking. 
The 
shelter-b elt 
program sponsored the planting of 220,000,-. 
OOO trees b etween 1935 and 1043. Eighty- 
five percent of these have 
su rvived 
the 
drou ght years. They have checked erosion, 
held moistu re, and tempered the hot winds 
of the plains. In some places b etter crops 
have resu lted from their shade in the fields 
and du ring last w inters 
b lizzards 
they 
saved the lives of many cattle who were 
sheltered u nder them. 
Neb raska reports two and a qu arter mil­ 
lion trees planted this spring b y memb ers 
of the federal Soil Conservation

According to government su rveys, 
the 
su pply of livestock will b e b etter than ade­ 
qu ate this year. The excellent grain crop, 
cou pled with a good demand situ ation, are 
among the factors which have encou raged 
farmers and ranchers to hold meat animal 
produ ction to high levels. 
It is interesting to imagine what wou ld 
have happened had Congress b owed to the 
u rging of the execu tive b ranch and reim­ 
posed price controls and rationing a year or 
two ago. In this, we are dealing in the realm 
of theory, b u t experience here and ab road 
provides an accu rate b asis for specu lation. 
The whole argu ment 
for price control 
was that it wou ld b e u sed 
to 
arb itrarily 
pu sh prices down to a lower level. Bu t the 
farmer wou ld still have had to pay cu rrent 
high wages and other costs. In some cases, 
the legal meat prices estab lished b y the 
deep thinkers in the 
government 
might 
have b een b elow the cost 
of 
produ ction. 
With this possib ility 
confronting him, it 
wou ld have b een a rare 
farmer 
indeed 
who’d have produ ced as mu ch livestock 
for market as possib le. The great majority 
of farmers wou ld have b een 
exceedingly 
wary, and the total availab le meat su pply 
wou ld have inevitab ly declined sharply. 
On top of that, more and more of the su p­ 
ply wou ld have fou nd its way into the b lack 
market, to b e sold at 
illegal, 
excessively 
high prices that only the few cou ld afford 
to pay. Rigid government restrictions al­ 
ways play into the hands of people who are 
looking for ways to make a qu ick dollar at 
the expense of the pu b lic. 
As matters tu rned 
ou t, meat is in good 
su pply and it is b eing sold at a fair price, 
costs considered. Bu t conditions wou ld have 
b een very different if w ed accepted the 
argu ments of those who champion a regi­ 
mented economy.

Partial Amnesty 
Granted Some of 
M inor Collaborators

PARIS, June 20—(TP)—A move to 
heal some of the old wounds of the j 
Gerjnan occupation by granting a 
partial amnesty to minor “collab- ! 
orators” is being studied by Min­ 
ister of Justice Robert Lecourt. 
Although the 
project is being 
kept under wraps pending con­ 
sideration by the whole cabinet, it 
is freely forecast in the 
French 
press that it may be approved in 
time to take effect on the French 
national holiday (Bastille Day— 
July 14). 
According to these 
reports a 
total of 
56,000 dossier-

viewed by the ministry. 
It is emphasized, however, that 
no general amnesty need be e x ­ 
pected at this time. 
Any such 
move would come under hot fire 
from both left and right. 
Some indulgence is likely only 
for those w’ho, misled by the per­

Dr. Buch man said in an interv iew 
"Moral rearmament is th e answer 
in Germ any .” 
Asked wh y h e rarely mentions 
Communism in h is statements al­ 
th ough th e wh ole p rogram of MRA 
Es designed to "giv e th e answer to 
both Fascism and Communism,”
